3- Conaultatlon with Alllea 

The aubject waa dlacuaaad at length. Mr. Schaetzel atraaaed the dilemma 
involved in trying to keep the Alllea eufficiently lnforaed to carry 
thea with ua while at tha eeme tUat guarding tha security of oar delib- 
erations and decialona. Ba pointed out that it would be highly deairable 
for the Alllea to be kept abraaat of tha developing eltuetlon through 
official U.S. channela rather than through tha preae. Propoaala were 
made to have Mr. Thompson and Mr. litre give regular brief Inge to the 
quadripartite Aabaeeadore; to have a cable baaed on these briefinga aent 
to Mr. Flnlettar for briefing the SAC a few hour* later; and to have the 
Flnletter cable uaed by Defense for briefing the Standing Group and 
Military Committee. Mr. Schaetzel will have a paper on Monday aetting 
forth thla propoeal in detail. General Twltchell waa aaked to put in 
a paper at the aaae tlae on the poeelbility of supplying screened oper- 
ational lnfornation. Mr. Schaetzel will alao look Into the creation of 
making similar periodic reporte to other natlona through our embesalea. 
(Action: Mr. Schaetzel and General Tvitchell. ) 

k. Bate Trade-Off 

The aubject waa dlacuaaad and while no fin and fomal Judgment* were 
reached the aanae of the group waa that tha door ahould be cloacd- aa 
quickly aa poaalbla on the Idea of trading tha U.S. poaltlon in Turkey 
for the Soviet position In Cuba. In connection with tha nervousness 
of the Turks on this score, it was proposed that a special envoy poa- 
aibly Mr. Livingston Merchant should be sent to Ankara to consult with 
the Turkish government and keep thea infozmed of developments In thla 
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Khrushcber Lettar 

(Mr. Mltxm Joined the nesting at this point.) Mr. litsa in— 1T1 1 
the content* of the latter sent by Ihrnahrher lut night to the 
President and also referred to a subsequent TAS3 nlMN vhlch linked 
the Cuban alesllse vita thoM in Turkey. Mr. Htze read a draft of 
a proposed reply and there vaa a brlaf dlscuaalon vlth partlcolar 
enphasls on lta final paragraph which refarrad to the security of 
nation* outalda the Westers Healephere. The sense of the group regard- 
ing the need to keep Turkish bases fron being M w| r^ in any way vlth 
the Cuban situation was coxrreyed to Mr. Iltze.
